share of the Chicago victims said 
they had recently vacationed in the 
West Lake County resort area. 

It was also pointed out that the 
two polio deaths in Lake county 
last week both involved resort area 
residents. Two-year-old Donald 
Sonnenberg of Deep Lake died of 
bulbar polio Aug. 4, and Mrs. Wilma 
E. Spittle, 24, ^of Round Lake, died 
of bulbar polio Saturday. 

Doctor's Advice 

Dr. Winston's advice -to stay out 
of the resort areas brought an im- 
mediate demand for a retraction 
from Barney Shunneson of Channel 
Lake, director of the Chain-O-Lakes 
Resort Owners Assn. He termed 
Dr. Winston's advice "absurd," stat- 
ing that the area hardest hit in the 
Chicago cpimedic does not contain 
the type of people who frequent 
the Chain-O-Lakes area. 

,"1, as director of the Chain-O- 
Lakes Resort Owners Assn. say it is 
an absurd and unproven statement," 
Shunneson stated. "We here in Lake 
county have eight polio coses, Chi- 
cago has 700. I know of none in 
the Chain-O-Lakes region. Round 
Lake and Deep Lake- are not in the 
Chain-O-Lakes. If Dr. Winston's 
statement were true, we would have 
had the first cases and the epidemic.

We Americans have a high regard for speed. The 
fact that we make things faster and distribute them 
faster than other nations has a great deal to do with 
our economic strength. In sports we like fast moving 
games. For most of us life is geared to a pretty swift 
tempo. i 

But there's a place for everything, including 
speed. And the staggering toll of. traffic deaths and 
injuries plus the fact that speed is involved in the 1 vast 
majority of them makes it plain that speed has no 
place on the highway. 

It's rather interesting to note that, safety authori- 
ties don't limit the speed menace just to exceeding the 
speed limit. They list failure to yield, right of way, 
passing without caution, driving too fast for road and 
weather conditions and driving too close to the car 
■ahead as symptomatic of the "hurry complex" that 
causes accidents. 

That "hurry complex" is the target of the "Slow 
Down and Live" campaign on the highways of the 
nation this summer, * 

The Illinois Division of Traffic Safety believes' 
that if that message can be implanted in the minds of 
drivers everywhere it can effect a reduction in the 
traffic toll. 

Sixteen of the states participating in a similar 
campaign last year did record reduction in traffic 
deaths on the highway. Illinois was not one of them. 

For the first six months of this year, our state is 
listed as one of .nine which shows a general reduction. 
But the figure is deceiving. The figures show a con- 
tinuing increase since February which is rapidly over- 
taking the fine 22 per cent reduction which we experi- 
enced in January. 

Rapid strides are being made in accident preven- 
tion. 

Of course, it always is difficult to trace the exact 
reason why an accident didn't happen. 

But certainly the continually growing menace of 
the highway desrfh and injury toll to every highway 
user warrants the cooperation and support of everyone 
in this national effort to have all of us keep speed in 
its proper place and accept "Slow Down arid Live" as 
our slogan for the highway.

farther. The American Heritage Foundation, aided by 
some 130 cooperating organizations representing 
.groups as varied as business executives, union mem- 
bers, actors, lawyers and many others, has come up 
wtih this slogan: "Vote— But "Don't Vote in the Dark!" 

William Hard, writing in The Reader's Digest, 
tells the story under the striking title: "Register! In- 
form yourselves! Vote!" And the big emphasis is on 



those two words, "Inform Yourselves!" Anyone can 
mark an X on a ballot or pull the handle of a voting 
machine. But it takes some extra effort to vote ,in<- 
telligently, with full knowledge of just what the com- 
peting candidates stand for. 

There is no doubt that intensive campaigns such 
as-the American Heritage Foundation is conducting 
do bring out the vote. The Foundation waged 'its first 
national campaign in 1952, and 63 per cent of eligible 
voters made their choices known, as against 51 per 
cent in 1948. In 1954 the Foundation was busy with 
other matters and. did not conduct a campaign—and 
the percentage dropped to 52 per cent. . ,.','/ 

Mr. Hard observes that compulsory .voting laws 
are sometimes urged for this country. In countries 
where failure to vote brings a fine— Belgium, and Aus- 
tralia — the, turnout customarily runs around 95 per 
cent. But it is obvious that forcing a man to vote does 
not and cannot make him an informed or thoughtful 
voter. • Also, as Mr. Hard writes, "Legislation to. com- ' 
per the exercise' of liberty is a denial of. liberty." 

Moreover, Europe teaches us that compulsion is 
not necessary. In recent elections in a lengthy list of 
non- compulsion countries the- turnout ranged from 77 
per cent in Britain to an amazing 90 per cent in Aus- 
tria. As General Gruehther, head of NATO, wrote 
the Foundation: "Although I never cease of be proud 
of being an American, I have been impressed during 
my five years in .Europe by the ihigh percentage of 
Europeans who go to the polls to vote. Their record 
is better than ours, in this all-important matter of 
individual participation in government/* 

From now until election day you will be bombard- 
ed with appeals to vote — even loudspeakers at scores 
of ballparks will be broadcasting the message. 

Finally, Mr. Hard observes that our responsibility 
as a great world leader demands "that we must read, 
we must listen, we must study, we must think— and 
then say at the polls what kind of country and what 
kind of a world we want." > 

You Rule the Economy 

"It isn't the businessmen*' or the government or 
any other identifiable group which rules our econ- 
omy," write Sylvia Porter, the business and financial 
analyst. "It is 'you/ the consumer, who rules its ups 
and downs," She adds: "And if that still sounds ele- 
mentary to you, I'll sign off with the reminder that it 
has taken a couple of centuries of basic economic re- 
search to produce the proof." 

This is why more and more studies are being made 
of consumer hopes, plans and psychology in general, 
vast country. 

For it is the amount of money you spend, and how, you 
spend it that determines the economic climate in this

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HEALTH TALK 

Children Great Imitators 
What kind, of e^rnple do you set 
lor your child? The words "do" 
and "don't" arc easily ' said; but 
have you forgotten, that children 
ore great mimics? 'Because parents 
do forget and arc loose in their own 
pattern of conduct is why some 
youngsters grow up in a slip-shod 
manner, the Educational Committee 
of the Illinois State Medical Society 
points out in "Health Talk." . 

The habit , of mimicry is estab- 
lished early in childhood. Move- 
ments are noted, particularly those 
of mother and father, or older 
brother and sister. Early in life the 
child wants to be doing — and do 
what others are doing. That is the 
process of learning. 

But you, as a parent, retard this 
■process when you don't reflect the 
good habits for imitation. -For ex- 
ample, how can you expect your 
'child to learn quickly the import- 
ance of putting things away when 
■you throw clothes on tables and 
chairs. It is difficult to teach a 
youngster 4 'good habits . of personal 
cleanliness '.when', you are so care- 
less- about your own. 
* A child will soon absorb the im- 
portance of -washing . the hands be- 
fore and after using the toilet and 
before and after eating, when moth- 
er sets the example. But let mother 
forget her part while reminding the 
youngster and the child will soon 
ignore this rule of. cleanliness, 

»To admonish a child for swearing, 
or talking about others is right of 
course, but what example do you 
set in this direction? Children ex- 
posed to such dispays in their own 
homes soon believe what is right 
for the parent is right for them. 
"Why should they think otherwise? 
Their model is you. 

A classic example is the desire 
to dress like mother and dad. The 
little girl yearns to wear mother's 
clothes. And what little boy does- 
n't covet a suit just like dad's? 
These are physical- things iof pos- 
session, but just as strongly embed- 
ded in their little minds is the wish 
to be just like you. 

You rationalize that all children 
are special little people to grow up 
into their own individuality. And 
this is right. But why not help 
them on their way by giving them 
a special way of living? 

You provide them with the essen- 
tials — food clothing, love and af- 
fection. In theory you establish all 
the "Do's" and "Don'ts" of gracious 
living, but not in practice. 

For example, are you careless 
with your diction '• Do you speak 
lazily so that .your enunciation is 
not clear? Do you keep : yourself 
clean and well-groomed? Is' your 
home equally clean and comfortable 
and your meals palatable and prop- 
erly balanced for good health? Are 
you kind to other persons less for- 
tunate than you? Do you go to -the 
church of your faith regularly, and 
what about your physician and 
dentist? Do you see them at regu- 
lar intervals.? 

If you answer "yes," you are help- 
ing your child, to a better way of 
life. For these are some of the at- 
tributes that can be imitated to the 
great advantage of your child, and 
to your own satisfaction as a parent.

5 Hand - eye - ear co-ordination 
test to reveal jerky movement in 
shifting your foot from one pedal 
to another while driving in traffic, 
and to tell ", motorist how well he 
coordinates his hands and feet when 
he shifts gears. 



6. Reaction time test— to show 
the amount of time it takes for you 
to take your foot off the accelerator 
and place it on the brake pedal. 

This is the sixth. year the Motor 
Club has used this psycho-physical 
testing equipment. It is estimated 
that about 200,000 people have taken 
the test either at fairs, conventions 
or in high school driver training 
courses. 

Chas. M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor Club, asserts: 

"The psycho-physical tests will 
help any driver to be a safer driver. 
They will assist a driver. in analyz- 
ing the extent of his physical handi- 
caps while behind the wheel, and 
they will allow a motorist to adapt 
himself to the general traffic prob- 
lems he will encounter on the road. 
Of equal importance is that these 
tests allow motorists to recognize 
(similar physical handicaps in other 
drivers on the road." 

However, the Motor Club points 
out, these tests are not designed to 



prove how good a driver a person is.; 
They are only designed to point out 
the physical fitness of a- motorist, 
and whether .he knows how ,to 
properly operate a car. : 
' The Motor Club safety experts 
declare: • ' . . 

"The overall /score in .the tests 
will give an individual an indica- 
tion of the adaptations he must; 
make to drive in traffic. But that 
is all."

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Hay Fever Sufferers 
Museum Exhibit Tells 
Facts Behind Ailment 



If you'-are'dne.of the thousands of 
Chicagbland unfortunates who are 
just starting their perennial period 
of suffering from hay fever, you 
can get the real low-down on what's 
causing all your discomfort by vis- 
iting the Museum of Science and 
Industry on the Lake Front at 57th 
street. ■ , 

The Museum has assembled a spe- 
cial exhibit that explains most of 
the things you will probably want 
to know about« "gesundheit" ail- 
ment and.others that you would un- 
doubtedly be glad to forget. Those 
viewing the exhibit may be able to 
get some consolation in discovering 
, how much company they have in 
their misery. * Museum displays, 
backed by statistics from the 'Amer- 
ican Academy of Allergy, show 
that ^bout two out of every ten 
Americans are changed into convul- 
sive sneezers from early August 
until late September; and that's how 
long the Museum's hay fever dis- 
play will be available to the public. 

The exhibit, which is sponsored 
by Abbott Laboratories, shows the 
various types of grasses and weeds 
producing the irritation pollen that 
causes hay fever. Probably the 
most interesting feature of the dis- 
play is an enlarged model of a sin- 
gle ragweed pollen, approximately 
75,000 times actual size. Six 
inches in diameter and bristling 
with long spikes, it looks a good 
deal like the mines used in naval 
warfare. The irritation from this 
pollen is not caused by the spikes, 
however, but by the soluble con- 
tent of the cell which produces the 
familiar symptoms — sneezing, itch- 
ing, and stuffy, running noses in 
people who are allergic. The irri- 
tation and swelling of the lining of 
the bronchial tubes caused by the 
pollen may produce asthma with 
its symptoms of coughing, wheezing 
and difficulty in breathing. 

Shown* alongside this giant model 
of a pollen is a tube containing one 
ounce of ragweed pollen, approxi- 
mately five hundred million sepa- 
rate grains, any one of which is 
sufficient to cause a visible skin* re- 
action or reddened eyes. How skin 
tests determine the degree of sensi- 
tivity of a person allergic to such 
pollen is also shown in the exhibit. 

Large maps of the United States 
showing the principal zones where 
the various kinds of pollen causing 



hay fever are heaviest are also dis- 
played at the Museum, 

Air borne ragweed pollen inci- 
dence is heaviest In the intensively 
cultivated area of. the Mississippi 
Valley and lightest In- the a rea west 
of the Cascade Mountains, in Ore- 
gon and Washington. The wooded 
areas of. extreme northern Michi- 
gan, of Minnesota, New Hampshire 
and Maine, as well as the central 
Adirondacks and extreme southern 
•tip of' Florida, offer a good degree 
of relief. Ragweed is generally as- 
sociated with areas where farming 
is carried on and is largely absent 
in desserts and forested regions. 
However, sagebrush pollen and In' 1 
some instances certain forms of tree 
pollen, complicate the problem for 
the allergic. 

According to Museum scientists, 
hay fever sufferers who cannot 
move away from high pollen areas 
during hay fever season, may pre- 
vent, escape, or minimize their 
problem by having the air they 
breathe completely filtered, or by 
getting immunizing injections of 
pollen extract from a qualified phy- 
sician.

About 
the most serious blaze that year was 
the one that . severely damaged the 
stock and building of the National 
Tea company.^ 

Purchase by the village of part 
of the Lux .estate property at 407 
Lake street was an item | of much 
discussion in 1946. The purpose 
was to make possible the extension 
of Victoria street from Lake street 
to Orchard, a project which had 
been discussed and planned for over 
twenty years. This would be 'the 
area now called Broadway. .

Two Specific Ways 

To Gain Tender Meat 

Consumers have expressed . an 
overwhelming preference for ten- 
derness as the characteristic most 
desired in beef. University of Mis- 
souri tests show there are two spe- 
cific ways to make beef tender. 

First is through animal selection, 
that is, selecting blood lines or 
strains which produce tender beef, 
says an article in the August issue 
of Successful Farming magazine. 
Herltability of factors responsible 
for tenderness has not been studied 
in the Missouri tests, but other 
characteristics have been shown to 
be transmitted from one generation 
to the next when proper selection 
has been used. 

The second method of gaining ten«-' 
derness, according to the article, is 
through adequate processing of the 
carcass or cut after slaughter. Such 
a method would be to hold the car- 
cass at 32 to 34 degrees for 12 to 
15 days.
